Mr Francis said when this casa. was last 
beforo tho Court it was on his application, 
on behalf of the debtor, that the report of 
the Trustee in the barkruptey should be 
taken off the file. His Lordship adjourned 
the cass at that time to alloy Mr 
itobinson to consider the question, 
and his Lordship alse suggested to his con- 
sideration the grounds or resgons of tho 
motion madé should or should not appear 
in the motion paper. So fer as he was able 
to ascertain from the provisions of tho 
Baukruptey Ordinance there was no such 
requiroments in the code, 

is Lordship said he had considered that 
matter, and it was not necessary.

The British. Consulate st” Wénohaw is 
situated on a small but pretty ‘ialand in the 
middle of the river, called by foreignera 
“Conquest Teland,’ by the Chiness the 
‘ Heartof the Rivor.’ Et 

In Spring, tho island looks’ specially 
attractive with its two ancient. ‘pagodas, 
one at either end, nestling among trees 
covered with rich foliage: The verdure of 
its shores haa assumed its spring tint, 
and the waters are sparkling. brightly 
(though it must be confessed they 
alwaya have 8 somewhat muddy hue) 
beneath the gantle reys of an csstorn 
sun. Then, too, on’ a fae morning, 
the river will be dotted over with junka, 
sampans and fishing boats, often gaily 
painted, which, with their sails and ducky 
occupants, present a very pretty scene. 

It is only from a distance, however, that 
one feels inclined to discourse on the 
beauties of this little out-of the-world spot 
—on drawing nesr, all admiration is at 
onea dispelled by the sight of the hideous 
Government buildings erected in the most 
pronitnent part | : i 

‘The Consulate, 2 three-storiel “building, 
in groy stone, rises up gaunt and high and 
chills any enthusiagm one may havo felt 
before. The island has been painted by 
several artists, but the Consulate has always 
been carefully loft out of -the picture ! 
Only a notive photographer (who has no 
eye for beauty) has been found. willing to 
taka the island with the Consulate, aud he 
has mansged to make the photograph even 
more awful than the original. This island 
is accounted sacred by the Chinese. It is 
said that a thousand yoats ago a rich 
Celestial, whose name meant ‘Escape’ or 


‘Deliverance,’ camo over to the city off 


Wénchow to seek for peace andquiet. He 
did not succeed in finding it there, and waa 
on the point of taking his depaiture when 
he suddenly came across tro minute inlands 
situated in-the middle of the river; -ons of 
which the Chinese called the Orphan Rock, 
on’ sccount of ita dasolate ‘agfect....Here 
was the very poco for ‘ De'iverance’ !

‘They were very parti- 
cular in the performance of their duties, 
services boing held daily and-the vows Og 
chastity and poverty strictly adhered ‘to. 
This temple boasted of a "College and 
Librery, which were renowned throughout 
the province.- At one comer of the Col- 
lege Hall, a big red scroen was placed, and 
hidden behind this tho priest lectured as 
he did- not wish to be soen by his, pupils, 
whe filled the hall on the other cide of it. 
What ‘Jarks‘ thosd students must havebesn 
up to, whilo their master lectured away in 
blissfal ignorance of everything behind his 
gorgeous screen!

THE GOLD STANDARD AND 
DULNESS UF BUSINESS IN JAPAN. 


Inagold standard country, says the Chugai 
Shogyo Shimpo, when gold rises and silver 
falls, the purchasing’ power of money will 
increase and prices of things will fall. Con- 
sequently thosc who have money in reserve 
ond those to whom monoys sre due from 
others will be the gainers, and per contra 
those whose possessions are only in_ the 
aura of merchandise and those who owe 
moneys to others, such as debtors and tax- 
payers, will be- the losers. That this 
state of things will preduce a goneral 
dulness of business ig. sufliciently illu- 
strated by the recent dulness of ‘business 
in the gold standard countries of Europe. 
So far as regards the immediate effect of 
the enforcement of the gold standard 
system upon the ecouomic situation of the 
country, much foar need not be entertain- 
ed,- For, though goid may riss and silver 
fali, yet there wul be inore excess-notes 
iasued, and a great deal of .our silver yen 
will be brought back from abroad. And 
though our foreign trade. is taking at 
.present an adverya turn, yet ao long 
asthe war indemnity -lasts thera will bu 
little specie sent abroad. So far, then, ag 
the immediate futuro is concerned there 
Will ba no shortage in the currency of the 
country, and consequently there will be no 
dechne in the pricas of things. But the 
sxcuss-notes will soon drive specie out of 
circulation ; the return of-silver yen will 
suon be stopped ; the war indemnity will 
soon be exnausted, and the-excess of im- 


porte over exports will necessitate the: 


sending abruag uf our specie. This will 
cause a shortage in. the motal currency 
of tha country, which together with a 
rise of guld-and ‘fall of silver will in- 
reuse the purchasing power of hard money 
and,-put the prices of things on the 
decline, Those tobe benefited by this 
state. of things will be specie-holders, 
ordditors, and all those to whom fixed sums 


the gross amount of our silver yen 
sent abroad is iv tho neighbour- 
hood of yen 110,000,000, o good 
part of this has been smelted or taken out 
of circulation for other uses. . If the amount 
now actually afloat is going ta be brought 
in for erchange thera. must be a demand 
for'some other silver coin to take the place 
of ours, This would cause 4 rise in the 

rice of silver. Thus it is clear, aays the 
Fokumin, that the amount actually 
brought in for exchange will not be as
